Taxi association 
wants the city to 
seize Uber’s cars

The head of Edmonton’s Taxi 
Association is calling on the 
City of Edmonton to consider 
impounding cars and issuing stiff 
fines against ride-share firm Uber 
after its attempt to stop the com¬ 
pany in court failed last week. 

Jasbir Gill, president of the 
Edmonton Taxi Association, 
suggested the city increase fines 
“maybe up to $10,000, and give 
them the power to seize vehicles” 


on Sunday, in Edmonton’s efforts 
to rein in Uber. 

Gill made the comments in 
the wake of the city’s failure last 
week to get an injunction against 
the rideshare company, which it 
alleged was operating illegally 
and not adhering to licensing or 
insurance requirements. 

Gill said the city didn’t do an 
adequate job in the legal case. 
“We’re disappointed that the city 
has not put forward the case in 
the right way.” 

Last week, in denying Edmon¬ 
ton’s quest for an injunction, 
Queen’s Bench Justice Michelle 
Crighton ruled the city may not 
have been pursuing the right legal 
entity, because Uber is registered 
in both the Netherlands and Cali¬ 
fornia. Further, she said encour¬ 
aging people to download the app 
is not enough to break the law. 

“Downloading the app may fa¬ 


cilitate communication between 
driver and rider, but it does not 
cause drivers to drive or have 
control of a vehicle for hire,” she 
said, adding the city should file 
another injunction application 
again, but make sure to include 
the company’s offshore partners 
in its second attempt. 

Coun. Scott McKeen said he 
does not yet know what the city’s 
next step will be, but does know 
they won’t walk away. 

“I don’t think our enforcement 
is going to reduce,” he said. 

McKeen said the injunction 
should serve as a cautionary tale 
to Uber drivers and users about 
the legal grey zone the company 
operates in. 

“If the city can’t get an injunc¬ 
tion against them, who are cit¬ 
izens going to sue if they get badly 
injured in a car accident?”

The NDP is charging that the gov¬ 
ernment’s use of the P3 model 


to build schools has cost Alberta 
taxpayers $1.5 million. 

Party MLA Deron Bilous re¬ 
leased documents Sunday that 
showed the P3 process, used to 
seek tenders for 19 schools, cost 
the government nearly $1.5 mil¬ 
lion. And after the initial tender 
led to only one bid, the govern¬ 
ment abandoned the process. 

“We have been advising the 
government not look to a P3 
model. It has been tried in other 
jurisdictions and failed miser¬ 
ably,” Bilous said Sunday. 

The big costs for preparing 


the P3 tenders were $350,000 
for financial advisoiy services, 
$133,000 for transaction advice 
and a $750,000 honorarium paid 
to the lone bidder. 

The name of the company that 
received the $750,000 honor¬ 
arium is unknown at this time. 

Bilous said it’s clear the gov¬ 
ernment wasn’t thinking about 
kids or taxpayers when it pushed 
for the P3 model to build schools. 

“It’s quite aggravating, be¬ 
cause at the end of the day, par¬ 
ents need schools and classrooms 
for their kids to learn in,” he said. 


Dave Prisco, a spokesman for 
Infrastructure Minister Manmeet 
Bhullar, said the honorarium is 
not unusual in cases like this. 

“This is a standard industiy 
practice across Canada,” he said. 

Prisco said that through the 
bid process the government took 
ownership of the company’s 
school designs, so the $750,000 
was money well spent. 

The 19 schools were part of 
the group originally announced 
by former premier Alison Red- 
ford and are set to open in 2016 
and 2017.

It’s only three blocks long, but 
that’s probably what makes 
104 St. feel so great, and why 
Edmontonians voted it as the 
city’s best in a Metro Edmon¬ 
ton poll. 

Back in the 1990s, 104 St. 
was derelict — a defining 
symbol of Edmonton’s urban 
malaise. It was a place of fro¬ 
zen beauty, with empty his¬ 
toric buildings and emptier 
sidewalks. At the corner of 
Jasper stood the Cecil, a dive 
bar notorious for stabbings 
and drugs. But over the past 
decade, the city has invested 
millions, and hundreds of new 
residents in new condos and 
small-scale food entrepreneurs 
have all played a role recreat¬ 
ing a former warehouse street 
into what’s arguably the city’s 
most liveable, wallcable, transit 
friendly and intimate. 

“It’s a neighbourhood within 
a neighbourhood,” said Tyler 
Golly, an urbanist and engin¬ 
eer who recently moved onto 
104 St. in a condo in a historic 
building. “People refer to 104 
St. as if it was a neighbour¬ 
hood. Downtown’s the tech¬ 
nical neighbourhood, but the 
one that’s identifiable as its 
own separate neighbourhood 
is 104 St.” 

Golly said the other streets 
in Metro’s poll — Whyte Ave., 
118 Ave., 107 St., and 124 St. — 
are great, but are also historic 
main streets for different neigh¬ 
bourhoods. As a result, many 
have the amenities 104 St. has, 
but are also choked with more 
traffic and transit buses. 

His street, on the other 
hand, maintains a quaint and 
relaxed vibe, especially during 
summer, when the Farmers’ 
Market takes over on Satur¬ 
days. “People feel comfortable 
to walk across the street at any 
point. We don’t have a lot of 
that in the city.” 

Indeed, when people talk 
about 104 St. they naturally 
use the words that form the 
lexicon of urbanism these days 
— human scale, wallcability, 
liveability, community.

The idea to bead condoms start¬ 
ed with a joke by an Edmonton 
woman, but it’s now a reality 
that’s spread across Canada 
and the United States. 

Back in 2012, Erin Konsmo, 
an indigenous artist and jus¬ 
tice co-ordinator at the Native 
Youth Sexual Health Network 
in Edmonton, participated in 
a hashtag, #nativerthanyou. 

Konsmo tweeted, “My con¬ 
doms are beaded not ribbed. 
Native condom bling.” 

She decided to go one further 
and give it a tiy — by beading 
a condom. And Konsmo said 
she was so happy with the re¬ 
sults that she developed a sex¬ 
ual health workshop around 
the idea. 

“One of the key messages 
that we tiy and say is that (like 
condoms), culture is protec¬ 
tion,” Konsmo said. 

Unfortunately, like many in¬ 
digenous youth, Konsmo said 
she didn’t receive her sexual 
health education from her 
parents. 

“Some of the legacies left 
behind by residential schools 
make this conversation (about 
sex and sexuality) difficult,” she 


said. So, whether it’s a familiar 
activity or a person’s first time, 
sitting around a table beading 
provides a safe space for native 
youth to explore their sexuality. 

For some, even handling a 
condom is an unfamiliar ex¬ 
perience. 

The beading helps them 
through the initial awkward¬ 
ness and allows them to speak 
about sex in a positive, healthy 


way. Beading is an activity 
many indigenous youth have 
seen an auntie or kookum 
(grandmother) do. 

And in indigenous culture, 
beading is not just for women. 

“Men bead their traditional 
regalia and lots of two-spirit 
people bead,” Konsmo said. 

The first workshop was 
held in Edmonton, and 
now Konsmo holds similar 


workshops across Canada, 
as part of the Walking With 
our Sisters project, and in the 
U.S., most recently helping the 
Chi-nations Youth Council in 
Chicago. 

Of course you wouldn’t want 
to actually use the condoms. 

The beading isn’t for her 
pleasure in this case; it’s for 
both her — and his — edu¬ 
cation.

Wi-Fi coming to more LRT 
platforms by end of year 

The city is working to ex¬ 
pand its free wireless In¬ 
ternet coverage to several 
additional LRT stations 
after a successful pilot of 
the project at Southgate 
station earlier this year. 

"We're now looking at 
the stations and looking at 
the schedule" said Jacqui 
Chesterton, strategic 
planner with the city. 

Free wireless Internet 
access went live at the 
Southgate LRT station on 
Feb. 27, and in the first 
month more than 60,000 
users connected, some¬ 
thing Chesterton says 
shows a lot of "traction" 
with commuters. 

The pattern of usage at 
the Southgate pilot of the 
program is also pointing 
to different usage than 
was expected. The most 
popular time for people 
to connect to the South- 
gate network is during the 
week, in late afternoon or 
early evening. 

Expanding Internet con¬ 
nectivity to more stations 
may be the goal but there 
is no specific timeline.

A former spy has described the 
debate within the CIA over the 
arrest, rendition and torture 
of Canadian Maher Arar, say¬ 
ing multiple colleagues warned 
against it because they were con¬ 
vinced they were punishing an 
innocent man. 

The account from former CIA 
officer John Kirialcou sheds new 
light on decade-old events that 
caused a public inquiiy in Can¬ 
ada, a $10-million payout from 
the federal government, and 
unsuccessful lawsuits in the U.S. 

It’s a rare peek into discus¬ 
sions within the U.S. Central 
Intelligence Agency — whose 
role in the 2002-03 events has 
never been publicly examined, 
having remained off-limits in 
Canada’s inquiiy. 

It came during an interview at 
the former spy’s Virginia home, 
where he described how he went 
from being the head of counter¬ 
terrorism operations in Pakistan 
after 9/11, to becoming the first 
CIA employee to publicly ques¬ 
tion the use of torture, to even¬ 
tually spending two years in jail

for leaking agency secrets. 

During that interview, Kiria¬ 
kou declined to discuss whether 
he had interacted with Canada’s 
spy services — because, he said, 
revealing details about a foreign 
partner remains a cardinal sin in 
the world of espionage. 

But he added: “We can talk 
about Maher Arar.” 

Kiriakou expressed disgust 
with his country’s role in send¬ 
ing the engineer to be tortured 
in his native Syria, and with its 
continuing failure to issue an 
apology like Canada has. 

He described a dynamic with¬ 
in the agency in which one mid- 
to-high-level officer ignored 
repeated objections from her 


subordinates, and insisted on 
pushing ahead. 

“I can tell you that a lot of 
people inside the CIA objected 
to this,” Kiriakou said. 

“(They said), ‘This is the wrong 
guy. He hasn’t done anything.’” 

Arar was grabbed during a 
New York airport layover and 
flown to a notorious Syrian pris¬ 
on. He has described a year-long 
ordeal that included being beaten 
and stuffed into a body-sized slot 


in a windowless dungeon. Arar 
likened it to being buried alive. 

At the time, Kiriakou was a 
branch chief within the CIA’s 
Counterterrorism Center. 

While he won’t discuss the 
branch name, he says it fell 
under the broader Osama bin 
Laden unit and the Arar file was 
being handled by another branch 
within the centre. 

He says an officer, one level 
above branch chief, was deter¬ 


mined to make the arrest. 

“I remember hearing some 
of the conversations — that, 
‘This is the wrong guy, this is a 
mistake.’ And then one officer 
in particular (was) saying, ‘No, 
this is not the wrong guy. We’re 
going to take him.’ 

“She was certain that we had 
the right guy. That Maher Arar 
was an al-Qaida whatever-he-was 
— a facilitator, or whatever — 
and we were moving forward 
with it.” 

He wouldn’t identify the of¬ 
ficer. Kiriakou referred only 
vaguely to her general status 
within the agency. He also made 
a fleeting reference to a Holly¬ 
wood hit: “As you may have seen 
in the movie Zero Dark Thirty, 
there were certain people inside 
the CIA who insisted on push¬ 
ing forward.” 

He refused to say whether 
she was the officer who inspired 
that movie’s main character — 
who was named in some media 
reports, and was linked in the 
Senate’s torture study to the 
wrongful rendition of another 
innocent man, Khaled el-Masri. 

The CIA declined to comment 
for this story. So did Arar, al¬ 
though his U.S. lawyer says it’s 
about time these details emerged. 

“Nothing has ever come out 
here about the CIA involve¬ 
ment,” said Maria LaHood. “He’s 
never received an apology from 
the United States ... His name 
continues to be smeared. As 
far as we know, he’s still on a 
watch list.” 

Another advocate for Arar 
said the same is true for Canada. 

Canadians who passed on in¬ 
formation to the CIA continued 
law-enforcement careers and got 
promotions, said Kerry Pither, 
who wrote a book about the 
rendition of Arar and three other 
Canadians, the Canadian press 


The Canadian Security Intel¬ 
ligence Service has set up a 
“multilateral forum of trusted 
partners” to share information 
on suspected extremists trav¬ 
elling abroad — a group that 
extends beyond its customary 
Five Eyes spy network, a newly 
released memo says. 

In the memo — CSIS Re¬ 
sponse: Addressing the Terror¬ 
ist Travel Threat — Canada’s spy 
agency also flags a concern about 
the challenges it faces in going 
further to build relationships 
with “non-traditional partners.” 

The September CSIS memo 
evokes the kind of information¬ 
sharing that led to the overseas 
torture of four Arab-Canadians 
following the 9/11 attacks, said 
Alex Neve, secretary general of 
Amnesty International Canada. 

“The very term ‘terrorist trav¬ 
el’ is uncertain and loaded,” 
Neve said. “Who, exactly, would 
be covered?” 

The memo was drafted before 
a jihadi-inspired gunman fatally 
shot a soldier at the National 
War Memorial and stormed Par¬ 
liament Hill last October. Those 
events prompted introduction 
of sweeping new security legis¬ 
lation to crack down on home¬ 
grown extremists, including 
those intent on heading abroad 
to join foreign battles. The gov¬ 
ernment brought in a bill to give 
CSIS more latitude to obtain a 
court-ordered warrant author¬ 
izing security investigations in 
other countries. CSIS fears ex¬ 
tremists who head to Syria or 
Iraq may return to wage attacks. 

The traveller phenomenon is 
a “priority collection” require¬ 
ment for the spy service, the 
memo says. 

A heavily censored copy of the 
five-page, top-secret memo was 
obtained by The Canadian Press 
under the Access to Information

Rule changes 
make one boy 
Canadian, but 
not the other 


Paul Compton has done exactly 
what the federal government 
recommended to get his son 
recognized as a Canadian cit¬ 
izen, but his problems have yet 
to be solved. 

For the past five years the 
Ontario native has been corres¬ 
ponding with public servants, 
appealing to politicians and even 
relocated his family in a bid to 
rectify what he views as an unjust 
and precarious situation. Now, 
he’s demanding action. 

“They’ve been able to take 
away the rights of citizenship to 
my son,” Compton said. “I will 
not allow the Canadian govern¬ 
ment to do this.” 

The 45-year-old and his family 
have found themselves ensnared 
in a set of regulatoiy changes 
made to the Citizenship Act in 
2009, which limits the ability 
to pass on Canadian citizenship 
to only the first generation of a 
family bom abroad. 


At the root of their problems is 
the fact that Compton was bom 
in Scotland, where his parents 
were living while in university. 
He was brought to Canada when 
he was five months old and lived 
in the country until his early 30s. 

A teacher by profession, 
Compton then got a job at an 
international school and moved 
to Lima, where he met his Peru¬ 
vian wife. 

His first son was bom in Pem 
and automatically became a Can¬ 
adian citizen. 

His second son, however, 
was bom just months after the 
new mles came into effect. The 
change meant that five-year-old 
Mateo is not a Canadian, even 
though his older brother is. 

The new mles were part of 
legislation which solved the prob¬ 
lems of thousands whose citizen¬ 
ship had been taken away by 
outdated legal provisions. 

At the same time, however, 
the government said they were 
protecting the value of Canadian 
statehood by ensuring citizen¬ 
ship couldn’t be passed on from 
generation to generation of those 
living outside Canada. 

Compton didn’t even find out 
about the new mles until he 
tried to apply for a Canadian

passport for his son in 2010 and 
was denied. 

After trying to deal with the 
matter from Pem, Compton re¬ 
turned to Ontario with his family 
in February last year. 

He and his older son entered 
the country as Canadians, but 
Mateo, for whom he had to ob¬ 
tain a Peruvian passport, and 
Compton’s wife came in on vis¬ 
itor visas. 

Once in the country, Compton 
applied for permanent residency 
for his son and his wife — an 
avenue the federal government 
recommended to gain citizenship 
for those affected by the new 
regulations — but after more 
than a year, the application is 
still being processed. 

Compton is now asking that 
Mateo immediately be grant¬ 
ed Canadian citizenship on hu¬ 
manitarian and compassionate 
grounds, and is also asking that 
his wife’s application for perma¬ 
nent residency be expedited.

Profile of co-pilot 
gets more troubling 


The profile that has emerged of 
Germanwings co-pilot Andreas 
Lubitz has become more troub¬ 
ling by the day 

In the hours after Flight 9525 
crashed in the French Alps two 
weeks ago, Lubitz was regarded 
as one of 150 victims in an un¬ 
explained disaster. Two days later 
he was the prime suspect of an 
unfathomable act. 

By now, French and German 
prosecutors have little doubt 
that the 27-year-old intentionally 
slammed the Airbus A320 into 
a mountain, killing everyone 
on board, and there is growing 
evidence that his actions weren’t 
just a split-second decision but 
the result of days of planning. 

The revelations have raised 
questions about who knew what, 
when, and whether Lubitz could 
have been stopped. 

Investigators have pieced 
together a picture of Lubitz by 
analyzing the voice and flight 
data recorders found at the crash 
site, searching his homes in Dues- 
seldorf and Montabaur, and by 
interviewing friends, relatives, 
colleagues and doctors. 

Medical records show that 
before he received his pilot’s

licence, Lubitz suffered from de¬ 
pression, with doctors recording 
“suicidal tendencies.” It forced 
him to take a break of several 
months from his pilot training. 

In the months before the 
crash, Lubitz sought help from 
several doctors, including special¬ 
ists at Duesseldorf’s University 
Hospital. In the week leading up 
to the crash, Lubitz spent time 
online researching suicide meth¬ 
ods and cockpit door security.

Two teenagers face 
terrorism charges 


British police say a teenage boy 
and girl have been arrested on 
suspicion of preparing terror¬ 
ist acts. 

Greater Manchester Police 
said Sunday a 14-year-old boy 
and 16-year-old girl have been 
arrested following two separate 
police raids that took place Thurs¬ 
day and Friday. Police say they 
had warrants for both searches. 

The two teens have not been 
named and both have been freed 
on bail until a May 28 court hear¬ 
ing. 


The number of terrorism-relat¬ 
ed arrests in Britain has surged in 
recent months as an increasing 
number of Britons try to travel 
to Syria to link up with ISIS ex¬ 
tremists there. 

Separately, police are question¬ 
ing six people arrested earlier 
Friday in the port city of Dover, 
which has extensive ferry service 
linking England to France. 

Five men and one woman 
in their 20s were arrested in a 
departure lounge there Friday

Gunman in Kenyan

Chief reported 
him missing,

One of the gunmen who slaugh¬ 
tered 148 people at a college in 
Kenya was identified Sunday 
as the law-school-educated son 
of a Kenyan government offi¬ 
cial, underscoring the inroads 
Islamic extremists have made 
in recruiting young people to 
cariy out attacks against their 
own country. 

Abdirahim Mohammed Abdul- 


lahi, who was killed by secur¬ 
ity forces Thursday along with 
the three other militants who 
stormed Garissa University Col¬ 
lege, was the son of a govern¬ 
ment chief in Mandera County, 
which borders Somalia, Interior 
Ministry spokesman Mwenda 
Njolca told The Associated Press. 

The chief had reported his son 
missing last year and feared he 
had gone to Somalia, Njolca said. 

Somalia’s al-Shabab militant 
group claimed responsibility 
for the bloodbath, saying it was 
retribution for Kenya’s sending 
of troops to Somalia to fight the 
extremists. 

The attackers separated Chris¬ 
tian students from Muslim ones 


and massacred the Christians. 

The news that one of the gun¬ 
men was Kenyan highlights the 
challenges faced by the govern¬ 
ment in preventing terrorist at¬ 
tacks. The danger comes not only 
from neighbouring Somalia but 
also from within Kenya. 

Kenyans make up the largest 
number of foreign fighters in 
al-Shabab, according to experts. 
Hundreds of Kenyan youths have 
trained with al-Shabab and then 
returned to Kenya, posing a ma¬ 
jor security threat, according 
to former police chief Mathew 
Iteere. 

Kenya’s government has said 
another source of instability is 
the country’s refugee camps, 


with more than 423,000 Somali 
refugees. 

Abdullahi graduated from the 
University of Nairobi with a law 
degree in 2013 and was seen as 
a “brilliant upcoming lawyer,” 
according to Njolca. 

Njolca said it is important for 
parents to inform authorities if 
their children disappear or seem 
to be embracing extremism. 

Meanwhile, questions have 
been raised about the security 
response to the Garissa attack. 

Police waited seven hours be¬ 
fore sending a special tactical 
unit into the college to fight the 
gunmen, Kenya’s Daily Nation 
newspaper reported Sunday.

Pope delivers Easter peace wish 


VATICAN CITY 

Francis chides 
international 
silence after 
Kenya killings 

In an Easter peace wish, Pope 
Francis on Sunday praised the 
framework nuclear agreement 
with Iran as an opportunity to 
make the world safer, while 
expressing deep worry about 
bloodshed in Libya, Yemen, 


Syria, Iraq, Nigeria and else¬ 
where in Africa. 

Cautious hope ran through 
Francis’ Urbi et Orbi Easter 
message, a kind of papal com¬ 
mentary on the state of the 
world’s affairs, which he deliv¬ 
ered from the central balcony 
of St. Peter’s Square. 

He had just celebrated Mass 
in rain-whipped St. Peter’s 
Square for tens of thousands 
of people, who huddled under 
umbrellas or braved the down¬ 
pour in thin, plastic rain-sliclc- 
ers. 


Easter day is “so beautiful, 
and so ugly because of the 
rain,” Francis said after Mass 
about Christianity’s most im¬ 
portant feast day. He expressed 
thanks for the flowers which 
bedecked the square and 
which were donated by the 
Netherlands, but the bright 
hues of the azaleas and other 
blossoms seemed muted by 
the grey skies. 

Francis made his first pub¬ 
lic comments about the re¬ 
cent framework for an accord, 
reached in Lausanne, Switzer¬ 


land, and aimed at ensuring 
Iran doesn’t develop a nuclear 
weapon. 

“In hope we entrust to the 
merciful Lord the framework 
recently agreed to in Lausanne, 
that it may be a definitive step 
toward a more secure and fra¬ 
ternal world.” 

Decrying the plentitude of 
weapons in the world in gen¬ 
eral, Francis said: “And we ask 
for peace for this world sub¬ 
jected to arms dealers, who 
earn their living with the blood 
of men and women.” 


He denounced “absurd 
bloodshed and all barbarous 
acts of violence” in Libya, con¬ 
vulsed by fighting fueled by 
tribal and militia rivalries. He 
hoped “a common desire for 
peace” would prevail in Yemen, 
wracked by civil warfare. 

Francis prayed that the “roar 
of arms may cease” in Syr¬ 
ia and Iraq, and that peace 
would come in Africa for Ni¬ 
geria, South Sudan, Sudan and 
Congo. 

He recalled the young 
people, many of them targeted 


because they were Christians, 
killed last week in a Kenyan 
university, and lamented kid¬ 
nappings, by Islamic extrem¬ 
ists, that have plagued parts 
of Africa, including Nigeria. 

On Good Friday, Francis 
chastised the international 
community for what he called 
the complicit silence about the 
killing of Christians. On Easter 
he prayed that God would al¬ 
leviate “the suffering of so 
many of our brothers perse¬ 
cuted because of his name.”

Uber hoping 
to make peace

To grow here, 
ride-sharing 
firm must 
mend fences 

The strong-arm tactics that 
some Canadian cities have 
been using against virtual ride- 
hailing company Uber have 
prompted the organization to 
try to mend fences with local 
officials even as it maintains 
hope for further expansion. 

Municipal governments 
across Canada have launched 
everything from political salvos 
to court injunctions against the 
San Francisco-based tech giant 
in a bid to keep Uber’s fleet of 
both licensed and unlicensed 
vehicles off city streets. 

While Toronto Mayor John 
Tory has publicly defended 
Uber, saying such companies 
are here to stay, a recent blitz 
by a lone city police officer saw 
11 charges laid against UberX 
drivers in a single weekend. 

Uber’s opponents have suc¬ 
ceeded occasionally. While the 


company maintains a presence 
in Edmonton, Toronto, Ottawa, 
Montreal, Quebec City and Hali¬ 
fax, it was forced to shut up 
shop after brief efforts in Van¬ 
couver and Calgary. 

Uber says there’s an effort 
afoot to cool tensions with the 
cities it serves before it pursues 
new locations. 

“Uber wants to be every¬ 
where and we are constantly 
evaluating new opportunities,” 
said Jeff Weshler, Uber Canada’s 
general manager for regional 
expansion. 

Uber has faced varying levels 
of resistance in nearly every 
Canadian city where it has 
operated, even as it has won 
plaudits for its innovative busi¬ 
ness model. 

Municipal officials from Van¬ 
couver to Halifax have accused 
the company of operating il¬ 
legally at best and endangering 
the lives of passengers at worst. 

Chris MacDonald, profes¬ 
sor of Business Ethics at Ryer- 
son University, said there’s no 
doubt the model has caught 
on in the 300 cities worldwide 
where Uber currently operates. 

Uber has set itself apart from 


its many competitors as a lead¬ 
er in this field, he said, adding 
the company is clearly filling 
a genuine need in the market. 

But its practice of antagon¬ 
izing governments by flouting 
regulations does not mean the 
company is blazing a trail to 
future prosperity, he said. 

“They’re going to need, in 
the long run, to keep a pretty 
broad range of stakeholders 
happy,” he said. “Eventually 
they’ve got to kind of make 
peace.” 

Weshler says the bans and 
criticisms that have dogged the 
company are par for the course 
for an organization that’s tiying 
to revamp a long-established 
system, adding Uber has no 
plans to shy away from its op¬ 
ponents. 

Weshler said he hopes Uber’s 
relationships with Canadian 
cities take a more collabora¬ 
tive turn, saying that negotia¬ 
tion is the best way to achieve 
mutual goals. 

“Ultimately we’re all com¬ 
mitted to the same vision of a 
safe and reliable way for people 
to get around.”

At Miss Joni's, you "inject 
play, wonder, self-belief, and 
community" into your "grown¬ 
up" life, the website says. 

"People come here and get 
in touch with their inner child. 
It's magical," Miss Joni has told 
media. 

I get the need for more 
magic. It reminds me of the 
old margarine commercial 
with the Young at Heart song, 
which even as a child, I under¬ 
stood to be true. No one is too 
old to fingerpaint. 

But paying someone with 
half a degree in early child¬ 
hood education to take you 
back to preschool is surely 
one of the most self-indul¬ 
gent, narcissistic ways to seek 
magic in the world. 

You can't buy your way into 
a creative community, as this 
class pretends. You have to 
seek it with other people, in 
your actual life. 

And if cultivating that child¬ 
like view is what you're after, 
the answer isn't to try and 
regress to your own child¬ 
hood. The answer is to go 
spend some time with actual 
children. Our cities are full of 
kids' charities that could no 
doubt use the help. 

Isolating yourself in that 
farce of preschool is actually 
an affront to the magic that 
waits for you every morning. 
Go out in the world. Because 
you can't go back in time. 
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There is something both ap¬ 
pealing and repulsive about a 
new preschool in New York. 

It's so New Age, so millen¬ 
nial: the (possibly world's first) 
preschool for adults. 

Preschool Mastermind 
wants to bring the magic back 
into your thirty-something 
life. You can pay on a sliding 
scale of $333, $444, $555, 
all the way up to $999, for 
five classes of fingerpaint¬ 
ing, make-believe, Play-Doh, 
naptime and snack time. 

And maybe you want to. 
Other people are. One video 
shows a class singing songs 
and dressing up. 

You know, like we used to. 
Before we grew up. 

Maybe this preschool is 
the "worst, saddest thing," 
and "makes you lose faith in 
humanity," as one friend told 
me. 

My gut reaction was to call 
the preschool an extreme 
example of my generation's 
petulant refusal to grow 
the hell up. Why else would 
people pay hundreds of 
dollars to go to Miss Joni's 
Brooklyn house and pretend 
like the last 25 years never 
happened? 

But I actually agree with at 
least one thing that some of 
those adult preschoolers have 
told media: The world can 
seem a rather oppressively 
serious place. 

Creativity is often valued 
for its products, not for itself.

How unemployment

Dan Rubinstein wants you 
to walk. 

Walk to work, walk to the 
mal and, while you’re at it, 
tell your children to walk to 
school. 

But Edmonton is too 
sprawling and too cold, you 
say? In fact it was here that 
the Ottawa-based author of 
Born to Walk: The Trans¬ 
formative Power of a Pedes¬ 
trian Act learned to be what 
he calls an “urban walker.” 

Rubinstein lived in Ed¬ 
monton from 1998 to 2008, 
arriving as an out-of-work 
journalist staying with rela¬ 
tives on 160th Avenue in the 
far northeast. It was Novem¬ 
ber. It was freezing. But time 
was abundant, so he learned 
to dress for winter and walk, 
for hours, to Whyte Avenue, 
with the sole purpose of 
looking at some newspapers. 


I’ve known Rubinstein for 
years. I’d never thought him 
a crazy man before he said 
that. But as he told me this, 

I started thinking back to 
Februaiy, when I witnessed 
“Winter Walk Day” unfold 
on social media and realized 
just how much crazier it is 
that we need an awareness 
campaign to use our feet dur¬ 
ing a season that consumes 
half the year. 

I mean, what’s next? Win¬ 
ter Breathe Day? Winter Eat 
Your Vegetables Day? Winter 
Call Your Mother Day? 

Somewhere on the road 
to middle-class affluence, 
we forgot to walk. I did, too, 
until I moved to a central 
neighbourhood with ghastly 
parking prices. But Rubin¬ 
stein’s transformation hap¬ 
pened in the reverse. 

“Despite the fact that I 
lived close to work, I drove 
because I needed my car to 
zip around in the daytime,” 
he recalled of his newspaper 
years before coming to Ed¬ 


monton. “I was just in that 
mentality of driving half a 
dozen blocks because eveiy- 
one else did. It wasn’t until I 
went out to these big sprawl¬ 
ing cities that I started walk¬ 
ing. Passing through them on 
foot, you get to experience 
the scale of them, and the 
fine grained textures, how 
they connect and fit within 
the city. You really begin to 
understand the place.” 

For his book, released 
Wednesday, Rubinstein put 
one foot in front of the next, 
alongside an aboriginal sur¬ 
geon, for 17 days. He joined 
members of health clubs in 
the shockingly unhealthy 
city of Glasgow, and beat 
cops in Philadelphia’s rough¬ 
est neighbourhood. Along 
the way he found that this 
simple act — which humans 
have done for the majority of 
our existence, before revers¬ 
ing it in a sliver of time — 
could help undo social strife. 

Obesity, anxiety, depres¬ 
sion, social cohesion — he 


called walking a “mental 
health tonic.” 

“But, Dan,” I said, “this is 
Edmonton.” 

This city and environment 
was never built for bipedal 
creatures. Who’s got 60 min¬ 
utes to get to get a jug of 
milk from Superstore? 

“We have an impression 
that these distances are in¬ 
surmountable on foot. But 
it’s 20 minutes sometimes, 
yet we’re willing to sit in 
traffic for an hour a day,” he 
said. “This is such a perver¬ 
sion of society that through 
one incremental change at 
a time we bought into this 
myth ... Now we’re realizing 
that it’s got such a huge ex¬ 
pense on our lives.” 

Those wanting to hear 
more from the born-again 
walker can find him at Aud¬ 
rey’s Books on April 30. He 
recommends getting there 
by sidewalk.

Sweet-smelling sweat? 

U.K. scientists develop new 
perfume 

British scientists said Thurs¬ 
day they had developed 
the first perfume that 
smells better the more you 
sweat, and also reduces 
body odour. Researchers at 
Queen's University Belfast 
said in a statement that 
the new perfume "releases 
more of its aroma when it 
comes into contact with 
moisture." The fragrance 
uses an ionic liquid with no 
smell as a delivery system. 
The new perfume could 
also take away bad odours. 
"The thiol compounds that 
are responsible for the 
malodour of sweat are at¬ 
tracted to the ionic liquid, 
attaching themselves to it 
and losing their potency," 
the scientists said, afp 

Questions persist about 
sexual side effects of 
baldness drug 

A review of 34 clinical trials 
on a popular drug to treat 
hair loss in men found that 
none of the studies ad¬ 
equately reported on sexual 
side effects, researchers 
said Wednesday. The find¬ 
ings raise serious questions 
about whether the drug 
— known as finasteride 
and marketed as Propecia 
and Proscar, among other 
names — is safe, said the 
report by scientists at 
Northwestern University, 
published in the Journal of 
the American Medical Asso¬ 
ciation Dermatology. 

That has left key questions 
unanswered, such as the 
actual risk of developing 
sexual side effects, how 
long they may last, how 
severe they may be, 
and whether sex¬ 
ual function may 
return to nor¬ 
mal if the drug 
is stopped, afp

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Unclassy spoiler may ruin Lifetime fun 


DRAMA! 

TV movie with 
Will Ferrell and 
Kristen Wiig 
now in limbo 

The fate of what could be the 
best Lifetime TV movie ever, 
featuring Will Ferrell and Kris¬ 
ten Wiig, is unclear after the 
project’s planned secrecy was 
spoiled. 

The former Saturday Night 


Live stars made the ominously 
titled A Deadly Adoption, play¬ 
ing a couple who befriend a 
pregnant woman in hopes of 
adopting her child. Lifetime’s 
movies, frequently melodramas 
about life and love that appeal 
to the network’s primarily fe¬ 
male audience, are a genre onto 
themselves and often ripe for 
parody. 

“We are disappointed that 
our secret project with Will 
and Kristen was leaked and 
the network is determining 
the fate of the movie,” said 


Michael Feeney, spokesman 
for Lifetime’s corporate par¬ 
ent, A&E Networks, on Friday. 

A spokesman for the actors’ 
talent agency had no immedi¬ 
ate comment on Lifetime’s 
plans. 

After word of the project got 
out, Ferrell issued a statement 
that he and Wiig had decided 
it was “in the best interest for 
everyone to forego the pro¬ 
ject entirely.” Lifetime had said 
the movie was due to air this 
summer. 

Ferrell’s statement maybe an 


empty threat: Stars generally 
don’t have the ability to kill an 
filmed project, except in the 
unusual circumstance where 
they fully financed the pro¬ 
duction, said Jonathan Handel, 
an entertainment attorney for 
the Hollywood firm TroyGould. 
Even then, they could face a 
breach of contract lawsuit if the 
film had already been leased to 
a television network. In most 
cases, TV movies are financed 
jointly by a production com¬ 
pany and the network itself, 
Handel said, the associated press

Canada regains medal mojo

Canada lead Nolan Thiessen 
remembers how it felt to make 
the long journey home from 
last year’s world men’s curling 
championship after missing 
the podium. 

He didn’t want a repeat per¬ 
formance this year. Skip Pat 
Simmons and the rest of the 
Canadian team made sure they 
got some hardware this time 
around. 

Canada bounced back from 
an ugly semifinal loss to beat 
Finland’s Aku Kauste 8-4 in the 
bronze-medal game Sunday 
morning in Halifax. 

“We wanted to be playing (for 
gold) this afternoon,” Thiessen 
said. “So it still stings from last 
night. But you don’t want to 
go home empty-handed. Last 
year, we stood out there at the 
closing ceremonies while eveiy- 
body else walked up on the po¬ 
dium. That’s the 


gest kick in the head there is. 

“We found a way and we 
medalled and we can be proud 
of that.” 

The Canadians posted a 10-1 
round-robin record before fall¬ 
ing to 2014 champion Thomas 
Ulsrud of Norway in the Page 
playoff 1-2 game on Friday. They 
followed that defeat with their 
worst showing of the tourna¬ 


ment in a loss to Sweden’s 
Nilclas Edin on Saturday night. 

Edin went on to defeat Uls¬ 
rud 9-5 in the gold-medal game 
Sunday afternoon for his second 
world title in three years. The 
Swedish rink had a mediocre 
start to the tournament but 
finished strong. 

“We focused on our game 
strategy, opening up the ice, 


and we picked it up so that 
we could make the playoffs,” 
Edin said. 

Simmons, meanwhile, 
showed his form had returned 
in the first end against Finland 
by nailing a draw to the four- 
foot for a single. He also deliv¬ 
ered a nice hit and roll in the 
second end to set up a steal and 
Canada was on its way. 

“Nice to play like we had all 
week again,” Simmons said. 
“We lost this game a year ago 
and that really didn’t feel good. 
So we wanted to pull together 
and fight hard today.” 

Simmons, Thiessen and 


second Carter Rycroft teamed 
with Kevin Koe at last year’s 
event in Beijing. They made the 
playoffs but fell to Switzerland 
in the third-place game. 

Koe had told the team before 
the competition that he would 
be moving on with a new team 
at the end of the season. The 
fourth-place result was a big 
disappointment but not entirely 
unexpected. 

“It was the worst flight 
(home) ever,” Thiessen recalled. 
“I mean it was like an 18-hour 
flight of hell. But this year we 
came out and we found a way.”
